President H. J, Cody announces that the University of Toronto has 
merged the Margaret Eaton School with the Department of Physical and Health 
Education of the University which was established by the University in 1940 . 

The Margaret Eaton School, named after the late Mrs. Timothy 
Eaton, received its charter as The Margaret Eaton School of Literature and 
Expression in 1906. The School was re-organized in 1926, under its present 
name, as a professional school for the training of women physical directors 
and instructors and, each year since, has granted its Diploma to many able 
women trained in the fields of health, physical education and recreation* 
Miss Florence A* Somers, director of the School since 1934, and 
several other members of its staff have been appointed to positions in the 
University in the Department of Physical and Health Education. Their 
valuable services will, therefore, be available for women students in this 
course and also for those in other Faculties and Colleges who are required 



to take Physical Education* 
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As the University has greatly needed increased facilities for physi- 
cal activities for women, fe htt-fwyaigiti e n of the building at the corner of 
Yonge and IfoGill Streets, with well equipped gymnasia, swimming pool, 
dancing studio, lecture and social rooms, will help to a considerable degree 
in overcoming this deficiency until a new Women 1 s -JthhlatdLo Building becomes 
available in the future* 

Students at present in attendance at the Margaret Eaton School will 
complete their course under the auspices of the University and will receive 
their M.E.S. Diploma.

The writer had an interview with Mr, Charles 
Higginbottom, Bursar of the University of Toronto, yesterday 
morning with regard to the above matter. Wo explained to 
Mr* Higginbottom the general outline of the lease and why we 
wished to have a lease drawn between Business Properties 
Limited and the University, and why we wished the University 
to write The Eaton Girls* Club direct. Mr. HigginbottoiL 
seemed ouite satisfied with our explanation and said that the 
University htd icade an agreement with the City of Toronto 
that they would pay a lump sum in lieu of taxes to the City of 
Toronto with regard to those business properties which they 
own in the City of Toronto. He did not see that this arrange- 
ment would in any way affect the arrangement which the University 
have with the -City of Toronto. Mr. Higginbottom went over the 
lease. quite carefully, clause by clause, and also the draft 
letter, and said that the lease and the draft letter appeared 
to him to set out exactly the arrangement according to the 
letters which passed between Mr. R. Y. Eaton and Dr. Cody. 

Mr. Higginbottom explained that the University 
might request the use of The Margaret Eaton School for certain 
nights in the week, as they think it will be necessary to use

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the school at night if they are going to carry out their 
present plan. It is their intention to afford every girl 
student at the University certain services in the nature of 
physical examination and to require each girl student to take 
certain physical activities, along something the same lines 
as now required from the male students* If they hope to carry 
out this plan, it would be impossible to provide facilities 
for all girl students during daytime hours, using both the 
Lillian Massey gymnasium and The Margaret Eaton Sohool. If 
anything materializes in this way, they will, of course, be in 
touch with us further, but he thought that the documents as 
at present drawn expressed the intention of Dr. Cody, and he 
did not think there would be many changes made in the document, 
as the University realize quite well that everything is being 
conducted in a spirit of mutual co-operation and they are quite 
appreciative of the generous offer of the Company in this 
connection* LSr. Higginbottom mentioned al3o that the University 
might like to use The Margaret Eaton Hall in connection with these 
premises and asked if that would be possible* He did not know 
definitely whether the University wished the use of the Hall, 
but said there had been some mention made of it up at the Univer- 
sity and he will inquire further into this. 

Mr. Higginbottom stated that there was a meeting 
of the Board of Governors on Thursday of this week and that that 
would be the last meeting until the Fall, and he would try and 
have the matter discussed before that time and, if necessary, to 
have the Board pass upon the document^ so that they would be 
ready as quickly as possible. He mentioned in passing that Dr. 



Bruce Maodonald is really more interested in this matter than 
the President* Dr« Kaodonald is the Ohain&an of the Board of 
Governors* 

We advised Ux. &lgginbottOE that the Girls 1 Club 
really needed the sohool premises on every week night and on 
Saturday afternoon, as their organisation was going ahead and 
was busily engaged in war work of one kind and another* Mr« 
Kigginbottom appeared to appreciate this faot, and the matter 
was left that if the University wished the premises for any 
nights of the week that they will consider them selves free to 
make a further request in that connection if they so wish, but 
I did not indicate in any way that such request would he granted, 
but merely said the Girls 1 Club v T ere very anxious to have 
the premises on every v/eei: night and on Saturday afternoon. 
i&T. Higginbottom did not seem to think there would be any 
difficulty in this connection.
